THIS INTERESTED ME

When I was in Winter Park, Florida, 
recently I took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of hearing Dr. Arthur L. Teik- 
manis, pastor of our church there, dis- 
cuss "How to Combat Communism." 
This is a subject about which Dr. 
Teikmanis might be considered an au- 
thority, since he was a refugee from 
'communism as it was practiced in his 
native country, Latvia . . . For instance, 
one of his fellow students in Riga, the 
capital, was caught listening to a BBC 
news broadcast one night — and the 
next day he was executed. 

Dr. Teikmanis recommends four me- 
thods for combating communism: 

1. Know What Communism Is. It is 
not "the same thing as socialism." Ac- 
cording to the MANIFESTO, which he 
was required to learn, it stands for (a) 
abolition of religion; (b) abolition of 
all private property; (c) abolition of 
existing world order and establishment 
of proletarian dictatorship; (d) aboli- 
tion of family life; (e) any means may 
be used to achieve ultimate goal (force, 
violence, bloodshed, revolution are a- 
mong the means listed). While aboli- 
tion of family life may not seem to fit 
in with the others, he said it was ne- 
cessary to prevent transmission of re- 
ligious ideas and traditions from elders 
to the younger generation. 

2. Know and Understand "Language" 
of the Communists. By this he does not 
mean to actually learn to speak Rus- 
sian or any other language, but to un- 
derstand the meaning behind their 
words. He gave these examples: 

(a) "Free government" and "free 
elections" do not mean the same as we 
would mean in using these phrases. 
PRAVDA may be telling the truth when 
stating that 99.9% of the people voted 
in a certain election. Each person must 
carry a passport. When he goes to vote 
(for the one party on the ticket) this 
is stamped. If a person does not vote, 
when he goes to work the next morning 
and his passport is checked, it will not 
be stamped — he will be questioned, 
branded as a traitor, and "shipped to 
Siberia." 

(b) "Peaceful coexistence" is a term 
used to lull people, get them to lower 
defenses, and then the Comimiunists can 
come in and take over. He quoted the 
"Hate" song taught to all young com- 
munists. It goes something like this: 

"Learn to hate and give no quarter; 
Hate, take it to the valleys, 



Propagate it in the valleys, 
Hate! Hate!" 

(c) "Freedom" — does no refer to 
freedom of the press, speech, assembly, 
but means the government has the 
power to demand absolute obedience in 
all areas — one party, one point of 
view, no contradiction. 

(d) Classless society" — establish- 
ment of one class. 37,000 were killed 
in Riga at one time because they would 
not agree to just one class. 

(e) "Worth of individual human be- 
ing" — absolutely not true in any 
sense of the term. 

3. Make Sure We Are Not Playing 
Into Their Hands, (a) Some groups in 
the United States are doing this when 
they accuse the church and its leaders 
of being pro-communist. Therefore, 
they weaken and divide the church. 
There is no stronger bastion in the 
world against communism, than the 
church. 

(b) Others do this by opposing any 
change in the status quo, suppress any 
kind of progress, oppose integration, 
refuse to let people express new ideas — 
all these things do a service to the 
cause of communism. 

(c) Still another group does this by 
being super-critical of our own form 
of government and see nothing good 
in it. 

4. The Best Way to Combat Com- 
munism Is By Being True, Genuine, 
Devoted, Loyal Christians. 

This- is a responsibility which rests 
on every preacher, teacher, and each 
individual, including government of- 
ficials. We need to free Christianity of 
superstitious relics, and then promote 
it in our churches, our homes, our 
schools, our government (there is no 
"neutral" freedom!)- We need to re- 
move social evils and work for the 
progress of knowledge, promotion of 
justice, raising of standards of living. 

In closing, Dr. Teikmanis quoted from 
Dr. Herman Reissig's pamphlet entitled 
"How To Combat Communism," which 
is in the Pac/Kit being used this year 
by Women's Fellowship groups. 

While Dr. Teikmanis does not recom- 
mend abolishing our armaments ("We 
must keep our powder dry"), he does 
say, "In the final analysis communis H. 
will not be defeated by stronger mili- 
tary weapons, BUT by ideas which are 
better than theirs and by people who 
are."

The Soddy Congregational Church 
will observe its 100th anniversary on 
August 2nd, 3rd, and 4th. A cordial in- 
vitation is extended to all former mem- 
bers and to all friends of the church 
to attend and participate in the ob- 
servance. Of particular interest to ma- 
ny will be the plan to have Welsh sing- 
ers from Ohio and Knoxville, Tenn., 
on the program on Sunday afternoon. 

Little Miss Bonnie Lynn Berry, 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. W. Raymond 
Berry, Huntsville, became a citizen of 
the United States of America at cere- 
monies held recently in Birmingham, 
Alabama. 

Mr. Noel Howard Salter, Internation- 
al Secretary of the British Council of 
Churches, was a recent visitor to At- 
lanta. Mr. Salter, who is a Congrega- 
tionalist, is visiting the United States 
on a Leader Grant under the Depart- 
ment of State. 

The May 13 issue of THE UNITED 
CHURCH HERALD carries an excel- 
lent article by Rev. Carolyn P. Welch, 
Evarts, Ky., entitled "We Integrated 
Our Vacation Church School." Last 
summer the Evarts church invited the 
Negro children and teachers from the 
Negro churches of the community to 
participate in the Daily Vacation Chur- 
ch School. It proved a rewarding ex- 
perience for all concerned. 

The delegates to the annual meeting 
of the convention at Huntsville from 
the Blackwoods Church, Headland, Ala., 
participated in a panel presentation as 
a means of reporting to the church at 
a regular service about the sessions of 
the convention. Churches interested 
in more details are invited to write 
Miss Dora C. Brackin. 

Rev. Arnold Slater, Pilgrim Church, 
Chattanooga, delivered the baccalaur- 
eate sermon for the Soddy-Daisy High 
School graduating class. 

The Laymen's Fellowship of the 
Langdale Church played host to the 
May 25th meeting of the East Alabama- 
West Georgia Laymen's Fellowship. 
Featured speaker was Lt. Col. James 
Moree, retired Army officer now living 
in Auburn, Alabama. 

Pilgrim Church, Birmingham, recent- 
ly played host to the Birmingham Side- 
walk Art Show sponsored by the Art 
Association of that city when other ac- 
tivities in the downtown district made 
it necessary to seek another location 
for the show. 
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THE KANSAS CITY STATEMENT 

(The 50th Anniversary of the Kansas City Statement, adopted at Kansas City 
by the National Council of the Congregational Churches in 1913, occurs in October 
of this year. As a matter of interest the entire statement is reproduced here.) 

THE KANSAS CITY STATEMENT 

The Congregational Churches of the United States, by delegates in National Coun- 
cil assembled, reserving all the rights and cherished memories belonging to this or- 
ganization under its former constitution, and declaring the steadfast allegiance of 
the churches composing the Council to the faith which our fathers confessed, which 
from age to age has found its expression in the historic creeds of the Church univer- 
sal and of this communion, and affirming our loyalty to the basic principles of our 
representative democracy, hereby set forth the things most surely believed among 
us concerning faith, polity, and fellowship: 

FAITH 

We believe in God the Father, infinite in wisdom, goodness and love; and in 
Jesus Christ, his Son, our Lord and Saviour, who for us and our salvation lived and 
died and rose again and liveth evermore; and in the Holy Spirit, who taketh of the 
things of Christ and revealeth them to us, renewing, comforting, and inspiring the 
souls of men. We are united in striving to know the will of God as taught in the 
Holy Scriptures, and to our purpose to walk in the ways of the Lord, made known 
or to be made known to us. We hold it to be the mission of the Church of Christ to 
proclaim the gospel to all mankind, exalting the worship of the one true God and 
laboring for the progress of knowledge, the promotion of justice, the reign of peace, 
and the realization of human brotherhood. Depending, as did our fathers, upon the 
continued guidance of the Holy Spirit to lead us into all truth, we work and pray 
for the transformation of the world into the kingdom of God; and we look with faith 
for the triumph of righteousness and the life everlasting. 

POLITY 

We believe in the freedom and responsibility of the individual soul, and the right 
of private judgement. We hold to the autonomy of the local church and its indepen- 
dence of all ecclesiastical control. We cherish the fellowship of the churches, united 
in district, state, and national bodies, for counsel and cooperation in matters of com- 
mon concern. 



THE WIDER FELLOWSHIP 

While affirming the liberty of our churches, and the validity of our ministry, we 
hold to the unity and the catholicity of the Church of Christ, and will unite with 
all its branches in hearty cooperation, and will earnestly seek, as far as in us lies, 
that the prayer of our Lord for his disciples may be answered, that they all may be 
one.
